disposed of from time to time in 
Iha various communities."

To the Citizens of North Dakota:

The deplor- 
ibly low prices of farm products for 
ihe' paM three or foui months and 
which still exists, have caused the 
•irmcis to withhold a large portion of 
their ciop liom the market.

11 tlon Is justly commendable for no 
fair minded individual can blame the 
farmer for endeavoring to get tor 
his produe-e at least the cost of pro- 
duction.

WASTED LANDS 


Georgia has 20,000,000 acres of idle, cut-over, 


logged-off non-productive "wasted" land. Michi- 
gan, Minnesota, Wisconsin, each have more than' 
half that many acres of cut-over timber lands. A 
dozen other states have from five to 15 million 
acres of such lands. 


Once, not many years ago, these were forests. 


The best of the timber has been turned into furni- 
ture. houses and bonfires. Stumps and brushes 
remain. The acres are idle. They're worse than 
idle, they'increase the danger of forest fires. 


Those acres should have young saplings grow- 


into timber for the next generation's grandchild- 
ren. It is wrong to waste the land. It is wrong to 
waste the time, and waste time we do when we 
postpone planting trees. For a tree isn't a thing 
you can plant in April and cut down for lumber in 
August. You set out the tree and your great- 
great-grandchild harvests timber. The longer we 
delay the planting the longer off the harvest. In 
the meantime the timber shortage is growing 
more acute with^each tree the lumberjack fells.
